E L PASO, Oct. 13—Whether it is 
within the province of the National 
Government to furnish funds for set­ 
tlers on the unsettled lands of the

It has been held that if the Reclama­ 
tion Act of 1902, under the operation 
of which most of the reclamation work 
throughout the United States is being 
done, is to be made really effective, 
something more must be done under 
its operation than the mere building of 
dams and the digging of ditches. 
In the early days of the reclamation 
of arid lands by means of irrigation 
under direction of the United States 
Reclamation Service, it was believed 
sufficient to build the dams, dig the 
ditches and provide the water. 
It lias since been found that this 
lias not been enough to insure the 
success of the settler. 
Too many of the settlers attracted 
to Hie reclaimed lands have failed 
through lack of capital. 
It is now be­ 
lieved that it is necessary not only to 
provide moisture for crops but to fi­ 
nance tile settler on irrigation lands 
until he can earn his living and pay 
for his land while it is being brought 
under cultivation.

It, when the

The need of the hour 
Is the education of the people along 
governmental lines, especially finan­ 
cial lines, and we cannot hope for 
much relief from oppressive tax bur­ 
dens until this lias been accomplished, 
or at least is well under way. 
Facts and Figures 
Before attem pting to discuss the 
causes of the heavy increase in ex­ 
penditures or to suggest 
remedies, 
perhaps it would be well to lay the 
foundation by giving facts and figures 
not only as to California 
and 
her 
counties and cities, but also, by way 
of comparison, percentages as to the 
average of the other States and their 
subdivisions, and the Nation. 
Totals 
The total receipts of the State and 
its cities and counties for 1915, from 
all sources, was $167,012,148 and the 
expenditures for all purposes $176,422,- 
681. 
As the Controller’s office did not 
begin to keep a record of the financial 
transactions of the State’s subdivis­ 
ions until five years ago, I can only 
give tile percentages of increase as to 
receipts and expeditures for the cities 


I am not endeavoring to make out 
a “good easel’ for California especially, 
but rather, to show that conditions 
of which we to this State complain 
are general. 
Apparently we axe bet­ 
ter off than the average, but this is 
on a five-year showing for us as com­ 
pared with a ten-year showing for all 
the others. 
Perhaps if we had com­ 
plete county and city figures for the 
decade, California would not fare so 
well.
